WILL THE CITY BE 
DEFENDED? 


YUNNANESE TROOPS WISH To 
RETIRE, 


Owing to telegraphic cormmuni-. 
cation not being possible beyond 
Shektan and railway traffic being 
interrupted, it is difficult to get 
trustworthy news fregarding Zthe 
military operations by General 
Chan King-ming, whose forces 
are moving towards Canton. An 
official report issued .in Canton 
“tating that Sheklung has been re- 
captured by the Yunnanese forces, 
is being accepted with consider- 
able reserve. as it is believed to 
have been issued for the purpose 
of reassuring the public. Many 
inhabitants, who place no reliance 
on the news, are leaving the city.. 

Tr is stated that the Cantonese 
and KRwangsi troops in Dr. Sun's 
Army sre showing poor fighting 
qualities and that the Yunn- 
nanese forces have decided to 
make their first line of. defence 
at Shektan, the second at Sun 
Tong and the third at Tungshan. 
Their intention is to retire to the 


North River district if unable tof 


stay the rush of Chan's troops. - 

A report from an official source 
states that an important. military 
meeting wes held in Dr. Sun’s 
headquarters on the evening of 
the 13:h. instant, at which the 
Yunnanese commanders propos- 
ed that, in order to save the city 
frorn devastation, they be permit- 
ted'to retreat to the North River 
district. This proposal was strong- 
ly opposed by General Hsu Sang- 
chi eed General Li, who argued 
that they would hold out like the 
defenders of Waichow and, if; 
necessary, surrender their lives. 
They stated that they could al-, 
was make counter-attacks if the . 
inhabitants supplied them with; 
money for military requirements, 
and, in case such funds were not 
forthcoming, ways acd means 
could be devised for securing the 
money. It is stated that Dr. Sun 
concurred with General Hsu's 
proposals. 

Another report states that the 
Yunnanese troops have decided 
to retreat to the North River as 
soon as they have secured a big 
sum of money. 

According to statements made 
by people whohavereachedCantén 
from Sheklung, Dr. Sun instruct- 
ed the Yunnanese commanders 


, to disarm all the Cantonese troops 


who retreat, and this is said to 
explain the fact that about 3,000 
soldiers have returned to Canton 
without arms.

Identification parades, which 
are a pre-requisite to a suspect 
being charged in, cases where 
ayrests occur some time after the 
commission of an’ offence, con- 
stitute a more important detailin 
the preperation of Crown evidence 
than is.generally realised by the 
public here. How many.of thosa 
who, reading the percentage of 
arrests recently made public, and 
hastily drawing their own conclu- 
sions in regard to the ability of 
the police to counter the present 
crime wave, pause to consider the 
immense amount of time and 
energy imposed on the staff of 
the C.E.D. in theic task of bring- 
ing the criminals to book? In 
more cases than oue the criminal 
secured again slips through the 
hands of the police, not through 
any fault of theirs, but because 
the vietims concerned are re- 
loctant or fear to come forward, 
as .witnesses The  usefol- 
ness of an identification 
parade is nullified under 
soch circumstances and the 
criminal has.to be set e for 
want of essential evidence: The 
public hear of these arrests only 
when the prisoners come before 
the Court on recognition. 


To prevent:a possible mis- 
carriage of justice, the procedure 
requires recognition of the suspect 
by at least two witnesses, and it 
sometimes occurs that these 
latter, . though willing, utterly 
fail to pick out their man. Such 
a case cropped up very recently 
when a ‘man arrested after the 
commission of an armed robbery 
in Bowen Road was placed in a 
line with a number of innocent 
coolies for identification. The 
Prisoner wes abont ‘to be over- 
looked and the wrong man had, 
in fact, been -pointed out, when, 
he stepped forward and earnestly 
addressed this poser to the wit- 
ness:"--Are you sure that he is 
the right man? Take a good 
ook at me, for it was I who 
robbed yor.” 


Such an instance as the forego- 
ing, in which the prisoner obl g- 
ingly helped ont the police, is, of 
course,- of rare occurrence. - It 
may provide an insight into the 
psychology of our armed robbers 
to state turther that this man 
took mo pains to conceal bis part 
in the crime. He’openly confess- 
ed that he had been interested in 
other coups, and was holding to 
a vow, made in his early youth, 
that when he became of adult 
age, he would eitherbea soldier

THE RENTS SCANDAL.

«\gain and aghn is it being 
shown that the position of poorer- 
class residents of this Colong is 
becoming one of hardship owing 
to the increasing cost of Hving: 
and not the least burden thoy 
have to face is the bigher rental 
of houses. Now that some land- 
Jords ure beginning to put on the 
screw, the situation for a very 
large qumber of tenants is truly 
desperate. What the future is to 
hold for them, they are perhaps 
providentially unable to foresee. 
We quoted yesterday an instance 
of rent-raising in Kowloon: we

tent. The owners are again 
Chinese, It is evidently a won- 
derfully profitable business nowa- 
days to have a new block which 
can bring in a better harvest 
revery year—if the poorer tevants 
rcannot pay, whs, they can just 
get out and give place to those 
who can, often’ enough wealthy 
Chinese aliens. And the sub 
letting game is even more pro- 
fitable still, “This state of affairs 
oxists all over the Colony, and as 
more old dwellings go down and 
new ones go up, the position is 
likely to become far more acute 
instead of being relieved. This 
is what we have maintained all 
along. and -time is proving us 
right. 

Some months ago, in comment- 
ing on the demolition nf house 
lproperty, we urged the point that 
the problem would not end with 
the securing of new accommoda- 
tion for the dispossessed tenants. 
That point is now strikingly 
illustrated by the plight of cer- 
tain tenants, who, in lieu of pay- 
ing higher rents. are being given 
notice to quit. Some of these 
people were amongst those who 
were turned out of Belilios Ter- 
race when demolition of that 
block took place. {¢ will therg- 
fore’be seen thatthe difficulty of 


those, turned out of demolished} 


buildings in getting new re- 


sidences at reasonable rents is as || 


great as ever it was. The situa- 
tion is not likely to be improved 
by the unrest now so apparent 
in Canton, which will probably.

Whol Win? 

ft was exactly a year ago to- 
day that the Idst General, Elec- 
tiom took place at Home. when 
the Conservative Party, headed by 
Mr. Bonar Law, was returned to 
power with a handsome majority. 
The final figures gave Parliament 
the following party complexion: 
—Conservatives, 347; Labour, 
142; Liberals, 539; National 
Liberals, 59: Nationalists, 2; 
Sinn Fein, 1; and Independents, 
3. This meant a majority for the 
Government of 79 over all other 
sections combined. Since then. 
there have been several bye- 
elections, but, in the main, the 
party proportions have remained 
largely unaltered. Few people 
imagined & year ago that there 
would he a fresh appeal to the 
country so early in the life of the 
Parliament which is now being 
dissolved. But the step is 
inevitable in view of the 
fundamental change ‘in fiscal 
policy to which the retiring 
Prime Minister has given his 
approval. The question naturally 
suggests itself whether Mr. 
Baldwin. can win the day and 
be returned ta power in order to 
put ‘into practical effect the 
theories of the Protectionists. He 
has to reckon on solid and united 
opposition by both the Liberal 
and Labour Parties, the latter of 
which has reunited the hitherto 
conflicting elements within its 
fold in order to fight for a reten- 
tion of Free Trade. Were more 
time given for campaigning and 
were the Labourites more flush 
with funds, we “should not be 
surprised if Labour went into 
power as a result of the election. 
Even a3 matters are. with so 
much unemployment in the land, 
their appeal may meet with a 
large response. Despite reunion, 
we cannot see the Liberals com- 
ing out on top, but, ranged along- 
side Labour in the new Parliam- 
ment, even if the Conservatives 
were returned the latter might find 
it difficult if not impossible, to pass 
the legislation necessary to bring 
the Protectionist policy into force, 
These are the thoughts which 
occur to us at the moment. It is 
difficult, however, at this distance 
from the scene of battle, correct- 
ly to gauge popular feeling at 
Home.. However, not many 
weeks ore to elapse hefore the 
Eledtion takes place so we shall 
soon know the verdict of the 
country in what is one of the big- 
gest political issues on which the 
electorate’ has ever been called 
upon to decide.
